Mr. Finlay, objecting, pointed out that 
Mr. Leonard was now dealing with matters 
and transactions which had never been 
exhibited by the appellants, and he knew 
nothing about them. : 

The Chief Justice said that cdpies of the 
documents relating to the different matters 
referred to should have been available and 
exhibited. | It seemed to him that the whole 
facts in connection with the case were not 
now before the Court at all.

SEQUEL TO DIVORCE CASE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND

Coursel read a number of affidavits in 
support of the application, and also affidavits 
showing cause.

a. Roman Catholic, priest favouring the 
application, and three by other Roman 
Catholi¢ priests against it.’ Counsel said that 
he submitted that nu case had been made in 
the affidavits for depriving the father of his

The de- 
fendants had not completed the purchase or 
paid the balance of the purchase money, and 
plaintiff now claimed specific performance of 
the agreement and award. — 

The defendants pleaded that the award was 
not made under the hands of the arbitrators 
until after the expiration of three. months 
from the date of the alleged submission, and 
they would rely on Section 18 of the Common 
Law Procedure Act, 1856, as a defence of the 
action. They further submitted that the 
award extended to matters other than those 
referred to be the alleged submission. The 
deíendants nied that John J. Molloy 
executed an agreement on 23rd April, 1921, 
and that, if he did, he was acting without 
their knowledge or authority. They further 
submitted that the plaintiff had no title to 
the lands in question and claimed to have the 
submission and- award set aside, or, alterna- 
tively, that the contract should be rescinded.

QUESTIONS UNDER A WILL. 
JEPORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH COURT, 

The matter of the trusts of the will, dated 
29th May, 1909, of Miss Anna Maria Hoare, 
deceased, late of Cork, was listed on a 
summary’ summons desiring the opinion of the 
Court on questions arising under the will, the 
plaintiff being Mr. Robert Arthur Lidwill, of 
Dromard, Templemore, Co. Tipperary, and 
the defendants Mr. Edward Hoare Grant, of 
Devereux House, Twickenham, London; Mrs. 
Mlothilda Bush, of 60 Briar avenue, Norbury, 
London; the British Secretary of State for 
War, and the Attorney-General for Saorstat 
ireann. The plintiff desired the opinion of 
the Court on the questions—(1) Whether the 
cift of the residue of £545 8s.

£1,000 DAMAGES CLAIMED. 

In the case of Thomas Kelly,. of 49 Lower 
Gloucester street, Dublin, labourer, v. the 
Merchants’ Warehousing Company, Ltd., and 
Messrs. Solleveld, Vandermeer, and T.: H. 
Van Hattum, of Rotterdam, Holland, 

Mr. Lynn (instructed Messrs. Wm. 
Smyth and Seq), for the plaintiff, applied for 
an order granting permission to issue & con- 
current plenary summons directed to Messrs. 
Solleveld, Vandermeer, and T. H. Van 
Hattum, and to substitute service upon

Woeatherill and Son. - The plaintiff's claim is 
for £1,000 damages for personal injuries sus- 
tained by him by reason of the defendants’ 
neglect and breach of duty in not maintain- 
ing and keeping their gear used for the dis- 
charging of grain cargoes from ships in good 
and proper order, and in allowing it to be- 
come a dangerous nuisance. 

Counsel moved on affidavits of the plaintiff, 
who stated that on the llth May ,1926, he 
was employed by Messrs. Charles Thompson 
and Co., of Pearse street, Dublin, driving a 
waggon, and was sent to take grain from the 
s.s. Vechtdijk at the North Wall. It was the 
custom for the carter to walk up a gangway 
and take the sack from the side of the ship 
upon his shoulder, walk down a plank, and 
deposit the sack upon his waggon. ‘The 
plank lay or was tied on the deck or bulwarks 
oí the ship, and rested on a tressel on the 
quay wall. The plank and tressel were owned 
by the Merchants’ Warehousing Company; 
Ltd., and on this occasion were hired by them 
to the other named defendants, the owners 
of the Vechtdijk, then being discharged. 
While he was walking on the plank, .carrying 
a 16 stone sack of grain, owing to the negli- 
gent manner in which the gear had been 
erected, or to want of supervision after it had 
been erected, the plank fell off the tressel, and 
he was thrown on to the quay wall and the 
sack of grain fell on top of him.

THE LONDON SPY.

HE author oí this lively and amusing 
picture of London in the days of 
Queen Anne was host of the King’s Head 
Tavern, next door to Gray’s Inn. The 
King’s Head was noted for “‘ wit, humour 
and good liquor,’’ and the genial host was 
on friendly terms with most of the men 
of letters of the time, especially those of 
Tory sympathies. His strong political 
views, expressed in a pungent satire on 
the Whigs, brought him to the: pillory, 
where the crowd pelted him with eggs, but 
they do not seem to have impaired his 
popularity or his reputation as an author. 
He did not take the highest view of 
human nature, and his observations on 
life in the streets, taverns, coffee-houses, 
fairs and prisons will not always be 
pleasing to polite ears. Mr, Hayward’s 
edition, which is furnished with many 
useful notes, is judiciously filleted, but.he 
has endeavoured to retain the intrinsic 
value of a book which has supplied 
material, often without acknowledgment, 
for every study of later-Stuart London. 
The “London Spy,” which originally 
appeared in monthly parts, is in the nature 
of a conducted tour’of the town. The 
narrator is supposed to be a scholar living 
in the. country, who, suddenly grown 
tired of ‘‘a seven years’ search after 
knowledge ’’ and ‘‘ loading his brain to no 
purpose with tringum trangums,’’ resolved 
to be no longer “a tinker’s ass, carrying a 
load of the frenzical notions and musty 
conceits of a parcel of fabulous poets and 
doting philosophers.’’ Having utterly 
abandoned his “ calf-skin companions,’’ he 
came to London, projecting for his country 
friends and his own diversion a journal 
intended to expose the vanities and vices 
of the town. The descriptions, which 
range from the Lord Mayor’s Show to an 
old-fashioned Christmas, always are vivid 
and ‘entertaining, and, if the spy’s 
flippant and cynica] attitude sometimes is 
irritating, he gives a rich picture of,.a 
bygone age which it was a happy thought 
to reprint.

If 
the worst comes to the worst the final 
evacuation of all white folk wil! come 
swiftly, although some may never get 
away. 
CONQUERING THE RAPIDS. — 
For many years after the Tientsin 
Treaties Hankow remained the highest navi- 
gable point on the river. Then Ichang, 400 
miles “á up, was opened Fe before the 
eighties. Chungking, 1,400 miles from Shang- 
hai, followed suit in the nineties, the Treaty 
declaring that-it would acquire full status as 
open port when steam navigation had success- 
fully conquered the famous rapids above 
Ichang. In 1908 a Captain Plant reached 
Chungking under his own steam, The 
tremendous rapids, which have two and a half 
times the power of the Niagara Falls, and had 
been held unconquerable by all the experts, 
had succumbed to science, and a new chapter 
in the struggle between East and West had 
been opened. : 
It was to be a story with the most far- 
reaching consequences, affecting things so 
drastically that it brought fundamental 
changes. The Province of Szechuen, with 
its population of 50 millions, virtually isolated 
for two thousand years since it bad been first 
colonised, had been brought into airect and 
speedy communication with the outer world. 
It was now. possible to travel in a week what 
it had taken a full month and more to do; 
the whole outlook was certainly changed. 
The first Chungking steamer was followed 
by many imitators. Although there were 
many wrecks, early errors were quickly cor- 
rected. High-powered, handy ships, with 
triple rudders, were found so safe that the 
abnormal 5 per cent. insurance rates fell to 
normal. Soon motor-ships pushed on from 
Chungking to Suifu, the head of the junk 
navigation and 1,700 miles from Shanghai, 
tapping more virgin country. By 1915 there 
were a dozen ships on the upper-river run; 


by 1920 a score; by 1925 sixty-eight. 


BIG PROFITS, 
Had the present political upheaval not 
come, had things remained normal, the number 
of upper river ships this year would have 
risen to a hundred. But the thing had not 
been normal from the beginning; it had 
grown rankly like a weed, because of the 
tremendous profits, ships during many years 
paying for themselves in six months, some 
companies earning dividends such as tobacco 
trusts do not dream of. Because of the ex- 
pansion of the motor ear industry, Szechuen 
wood oil, the basis of all good varnish, 
became more and more in demand. . To buy 
it and push it fast down to the coast became 
a traffic, resembling the old sailing-ship trade 
of rushing home the new season's teas. The 
speed with which steamers went and came, 
in comparison with the junks, stimulated im. 
mensely every kind of trade. 
And this in spite of tremendous 
difficulties. 
_ During the high-water season, when there 
1S an amazing rise of over one hundred feet in 
the gorges, the current runs at fourteen knots 
an hour, and if is necessary for the smaller 
steamers to be tracked over brd patches. 
Then teams of five hundred naked men har- 
ness themselves with bamboo cables to the 
ships; and, crawling like a colony of migrant 
ants along the cut-out rock ledges, often 
hundreds of feet above the water-level, they 
Strain every muscle as they lie on the rope, 
literally lifting the ship inch by inch over the 
rise, until suddenly she breasts the rapid and 
breaks away. The piloting is so difficult that 
no man can qualify for the post until he has 
been seventeen years a junk captain; the 
cream of the native shipping has been im- 
pressed into the service of the steamers. 


THE JUNK INDUSTRY. 

Yet while it was so prosperous, steam 
shipping was playing the part of an assassin— 
it was murdering an enormous native in- 
dustry, the upper river junk-shipping, which 
employed hosts of men, not only as junkmen 
and trackers, but in vast boat building and 
repair establishments, since owing to the 
great number of wrecks—which averaged one 
or two a day—the new junk output was a 
thousand a year. There were half a miljion 
men engaged in this industry; there were 
never less than 6,000 junks normally 
wre 

In fifteen years the 6,000 junks have totally 
disappeared from the upper river, and junk- 
ng has become a lost art owing to the 
steamers. In no part of the world has there 
ever been such a swift and incredible revolu- 
tion. And this economic revolution was ac. 
companied by a political revolution which 
never died down, but constantly became ag- 
gravated. It was in Szechuen that the storm 
against the Manchu throne had commenced in 
1911. After the republic had been success. 
fully established, the numberless attempts 
made by Peking to crush Sgechuen only re- 
sulted in era the province into an armed 
camp. And, through this armed camp, like 
a solitary roadway, ran the Upper Yangtsze, 
on which REC ge foreign steamers had 
acquired the sole right of way.

MASTERS OF THE RIVER. 

In the first ten years of the Civil 
War, from 1911 to 1921, they had not 
sufficiently displaced junks to dominate the 
situation. But even before they were 
complete masters of the river, they had 
attracted hatred because of the numberless 
accidents they had inflicted. In the worst 
passages, such as the Fu-Tan Rapid. and the 
famous Wind-Box Gorge, where giant cliffs 
tower up thousands of feet and the current 
runs like a mill-race, the steamer wash takes 
nearly an hour to subside. Heavily-laden 
junks, with very little free-beard, were in. 
evitably swamped whenever an encounter took 
place; and although the ancient and extra- 
ordinary life-boat service, the Red boats 
which have blue and white striped sails (a 
service established by a Manchu official many 
years ago, who lost his whole family in the 
rapids) were always ready to pick up sur- 
vivors, there was a terrific loss of men and 
be. SE this in spite of rigid regula- 
ions limiting steamer speed 
actual steaming speed, . oe 
Thus there was a double phenomenon of 
which Governments were profoundly ignorant 
—first, the conquest which steam-shipping 
had silently made, with the consequent hatred 
of the river people; second, the new import- 
ance which the river had acquired as the 
sole roadway for the armies of the civil war 
because the strategic points ran East and 
West, and could only be reached by water. 


_ UNDER FOREIGN FLAOS. 
This last became the capital fact. 
river was the roadway, means had to be 
found to travel on it. As the junks disap- 
peared eyes were inevitably turned more and 
more towards the steamers, Many of these, 
some of the best, were Chinese-owned. They 
were at last commandeered. ‘The Chinese 
owners replied by organising foreign com- 
panies, which gave them the protection of a 
óg in flag In a few months the Chinese 
flag had almost totally disappeared from the 
upper river, Nations that hitherto had not 
had a single vessel engaged in the river 
trade, such as the French and Italians, 
found themselves overnight endowed with im. 
portant fleets, one so-called Italian shipping 
: ny having no less than eleven vessels 
on the Chungking run. 

For a time the military leaders were check- 
mated, but not for long. They were perfectly 
of the trick that had been played on 
them, and, being desperately , they 
did the natural thing: they commenced in- 
discriminately Mapa, Prag. ships when. 
ever they came to anchor, and forcing them 
at the point of the bayonet ti carry their 
soldiers.

LIVING ON ROOTS. 

Thus was comm ‘the last phase, the 
private war hetween the steamers on one side 
‘and the soldiers and river population on the 
other. Szechuen was being constantly in- 
vaded from the south by troops from ‘the 
neighbouring province of Kueichow. Kueichow 
always a miserably poor province, had ir 
to famine and civil war, ome rer still. 
A great part had gone cut of cultivation, the 

pulation living on the roots of the giant 
erns which ‘ew in profusion among the 
stumps of ‘he vanished forests. For in the 
Manahe conguest oí China two bundred 
years before, the ene Emperor Kang .Hsi, 
finding that he could not subdue the count 
owing to the dense woods, had ordered a 
to be burnt; and from the undergrowth that 
remains the famishe population fed itself, 
or seizing what arms it could launched 
attacks on more prosperous regions. 

The river region which was most involved 


owing to military concentrations was 
Fengtu, mile 256 from Ichang, and that place 
which has become so notorious, Wanhsien, 
mile 174, just above the bottleneck of the 
Rapids. British steamers, having river gun- 
boats to protect : em, resolutely refu to 
carry these troops, so senselessly eng ee 


internecine warfare, and signalled for Na 
help whenever an attempt was made to tm. 
press them. If no gunboats were near they 
put on steam ‘nd made a rush for it reg aid- 
less of the consequences, The British were 
soon the most feared. And because they 
were that, they were also the most hated. 


AN ULTIMATUM. 

At Wanhsien in 1924 there had been the 
first incident shá had : sated up pond 
feeling against them. An American WS 
pater nae almost to death by river boat- 
men and cast into the water; wherefrom 
.H.M.S, ‘ Gockehafer "' took him aboard in 
a dying Con ion, When he had passad 
away, the Commander, determined to teaca 
a lesson, delivered an ultimatum to the town 
authorities for im “iediate acceptance. Either 
there must be an immediate execution of the 
culprits, accompanied by public penance rf 
the civil and military officials by following 
the coffin of the murdered man to the grave- 
side, or he would bombard and destroy the 
town. The ultimatum was accepted and the 
culprits executed on the spot; the civil and 
military officials duly marched to the ceme- 
tery behind the victim. 

This affair naturally became known to the 
whole river population and increased the 
hatred. Every c'se of swamping of boats 
was now pickeds up and accusations became 
more and more bitter. In the summer of 
1926, with the redoubling of the civil war 
and the rush of troops down-river to oppose 
the victorious Cantonese Army, now advanec- 
ing on Hankow, two British steamers were 
detained for a swamping case .t Wanhsien 
and, seven hundre soldiers billeted on each. 
‘The self-same gunboat ‘‘ Cockchafer.’’ which 
was anchored a few cables away, was ren- 
dered powerless by guns trained on her from 
shore. Any sign of hostility on her part would 
have led to the immediate massacre of the six 
white officers held captives on the ships. 
With 20,000 troops massed in the town, 
General Yang Sen, the local general, judged 
that at last he had the British safe in á 
trap, unable to answer him. 


A HOMERIC STRUGGLE. 

He had. But the British Navy refused to 
admit it. A river steamer was quickly char- 
tered, two pom-poms and four machine guns 
mounted on her, and, with a boarding party 
of sixty-five men, the Navy set forth from 
Ichang to accomplish the impossible. The 
story is so recent that it is almost superfluous 
to speak of it, particularly as I have already 
mentioned the matter. But as I am — 
this from the deck of the ship which carrie 
out this amazing act, the Chiaowo, now flying 
the White Ensign, | cannot help repeating it. 
She came round the bend from Ichang and 
steamed alongside the first ship; grappling 
irons were thrown; the boarding parties 
sprang across, They were met by a wither- 
ing fire from concealed machine guns, which 
killed the leading officers. 

A Homeric struggle followed, which re- 
sulted in unparalleled slaughter. The 
Szechuen troops, caught like rats in a trap 
and decimated by the pom-pom fire, were 
piled up on a mountain of dead and dying, 
and the scuppers ran red with blood. A 
desperate charge they made was only beaten 
off with the greatest difficulty. The ship's 
officers were rescued from this first ship; the 
others in the second ship jumped into the 
water, one being drowned. MS. ** Cock- 
chafer,’’ sweeping the shore with her six-inch 
gun, lost men, shot in the back, from a hail 
of rifle fire coming from the shore, river gun- 
boats suffering from totally inadequate gun- 
crew protection. After that the flotilla 
sheered off and steamed down river, having 
partially failed in its objective since the two 
impounded river steamers were left behind. 

OPENING ACT OF NEW WAR. 

The significance of Wanhsien lies, however, 
elsewhere than in the occurrence narrated. 
It was the opening act of a new war to the 
knife on the upper river. For a time the 
events were obscured by the graver events 
proceeding round Hankow. But oe bef.» 
órd January the commandeeriug of ships had 
reached such a pitch that hip; fled down- 
river for safety, leaving in a few weeks oniy 
the skeleton of former prosperity. The story 
of the British surrender at Hankow intensi- 
fied the upper-river movemeni, and anti- 
foreign hatred burnt to a white fiame. The 
order to evacuate all British and American 
missionaries from Szechuen came on the heels 
of these events, and the last ships were er. 
pioyed in bringing down thousands of 
re . ¢€es 

Since then amazing things have come to 
agh: Of the eleven ships flying the Italian 
flag, ten have disappexryd ‘saving ao trace 
at all Where have tiey go'e ae Je ate are 
their foreign captains?’ No one knows. 
Many other ships are missing, perhaps hidden 
up small rivers, perhaps repainted and their 
appearance changed like stolen motor-cars. 

rade has drop to zero—there has been 
virtually no trade at all in the upper river 
for weeks and months. Commerce has been 
blotted out. And the junk trade cannot be 


revived. 
THE FUTURE? 

What is the future to bring? No one 
knows, Everything, plainly, waits on the 
issue of the struggle between the Nationalist 
and North China armies. That struggle will 
decide whether we are to go back fifty years 
and cancel all the progress that steam has 
brought, or ultimately to resume traffic where 
it was interrupted. The Nationalists are glad 
to see this ruin; they believe thoroughly in 
the Bolshevist principle of asserting their 
mastery by wiping out every vested interest. 

Meanwhile the skeleton communities of 
foreigners in these small up-river stations 
harg on desperately, with gunboats the centre 
of their lives, lit by the red gleam of 
musketry. It would be a strange enough 
story in any age and in any land. But here 
in the middle of the twentieth century, with 
peace still nominally existing, despite cloaked 
warfare, it is really amazing, something more 
than the traditional Chinese puzzle, some- 
thing, indeed, partaking of the nature of a 
curse,

There is an 
clement of risk in early potato-growing on 
account of the danger of May frosts, but 
i; a proportion of Irish growers can get 
their early potatoes on the market before 
those froin Scotland, they should reap a 


rich harvest. 


AN ALL-IRISH LOAF. 


Preston, and Charles Longbottom, Bolton, 
Burnley, the poultry judges at the show, 
speak on various aspects of the poultry in- 
dustry. 

Mr. Barron pointed out that he had beon 
judging at the show for the past three years, 
and expressed his satisfaction at the quality 
of the exhibits which he had examined. In 
all sections there was noticeable an undoubted 
improvement. He dealt with the practical 
work of the poultry-keeper, and said that in 
the Free State they had a wonderful lot of 
lady instructors to help the poultry-keeper 
out of all his difficulties. They had nothing 
of that kind in England, and their organisa- 
tion in Ireland was really wonderful. He 
pointed out the great advantages to be ob- 
tained by getting information as to how the 
poultry industry in other countries was being 
conducted. From England they were sending 
people to Ottawa to learn what they were 
doing in the poultry industry there. “These 
people would come back, and tell the poultry- 
keepers in England what they were doing 
there, and he believed that the information 


which would be brought back would he a 


revelation. He did not see why the Free 

State Government should not do what the 

people in England were doing. 
WONDERFUL ORGANISATION. 

Mr. Longbottom said that this was the first 
time he visited the Show, the organisation of 
which, he remarked, was a revelation to him. 
He had no idea that it was such a wonderful 
organisation. He presumed what he had 
judged were the exhibits from farmers and 
small holders—he did not judge the birds sent 
in by the experts—and his opinion was that 
they were a very fine set of birds. He 
thought, however, that they sere making a 
mistake in getting the birds tem big. A 
médium-sized bird would, in his opinion. give 
better service than the overgrown bird. A 
better method of selection in the breeding, 
trap-nesting, and handling of the birds would 
bring about that result, for from their 
experience in handling and _ selection 
iv breeding they would get into 
their minds the tyne they wanted— 
a bird that would produce the quantity of 
eggs. but eggs of the right size. He advo- 
cated the creation of small societies in all 
the towns and villaces of the country, which. 
from an ed»rational point of view, would be 


eing that of 100 guineas, which Mr. E. 
O’Dwver, of Tipperary, gave to Mr. William 
J. Shannon, Co. Derry, for his two-year-old 
dark roan heifer, Béssbrook Glint, by Pelli- 
ar Jester out of Bessbrook Eliza. ‘The next

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BELFAST, Thursday. 
Reference was made in this column last 
Tuesday to a bill which had been intro- 
duced in the Northern Parliament by a 
member of the Opposition with the object 
of restricting the working week to forty- 
eight hours in any industrial concern 
within the Six-County area, provision, of 
- course, being made for overtime in cases 
of urgency. Since then the bill has been 
disposed of and shelved, the Minister of 
Labour stating that a committee of the 
British Cabinet were at present consider- 
ing the matter very carefully, and he felt 
that it would be wrong for the Northern 
Government to take a step in the dark, 
not knowing what might be done by the 
authorities across the Channel. He did 
not oppose the bill because they disagreed 
in* practice or theory with an eight-hours 
day, but simply because they were not 
foolish enough to think that, in a matter 
of that kind, they could move in ‘advance 
of Great Britain. | 
After all, what is the use of having a 
Government if it has no initiative and 
cannot think for itself? The discussion, 
however. provided one or two thoughts 
worthy of consideration. The ‘‘ca’ canny ”’ 
policy was condemned, and it was pointed 
out that most trades already have thy 
forty-eight hours week or less,- without 
legal intervention. In these days of indus- 
trial depression ,and intense foreign com- 
petition it is not so much a question of 
hours as of greater output that is of im- 
portance, and Mr. Lloyd Campbell, whose 
recent experience of labour conditions in 
South America renders his views all the 
more valuable, was probably right when 
he expressed the opinion that the proper 
way to increase trade was to increase pro- 
duction, and that could only be brought 
about by lowering wages or increasing 
output. He favoured the latter course on 
the principle that working harder would 
cheapen goods, with wonsequent greater 
demand. There is no doubt that economic 
laws cannot be broken without injury to a 
community, and this stubborn fact should 
not be forgotten by leaders of labour. 


BIG FALL IN DRINK BILL. 


The temperance extremists who intem- 
perately proclaim that the North is ‘‘ going 
to the dogs’’ through the abuse of strong 
drink, andgseek to reform the country by 
the introduction of prohibition, must be 
astonished by the remarkable figures given 
by the Minister of Finance when he intro- 
duced his Budget in the House of Commons 
yesterday. Mr. Pollock pointed out that 
‘the people of Ulster have consumed less 
alcohol during this year, as represented by 
the very considerable sum of £270,000 of 
duty.’’ Translated into the cost over the 
counter, that reduction represents a sum 
of £600,000 or more in one year—a fact 
which, in itself, proves the wisdom of those 
who advocate moral suasion rather than 
coercion, and justifies the Prime Minister’s 
advice to ‘‘ leave well alone.’’ In the 
course of time the drink problem will be 
solved without the use of a political 
bludgeon. Comparing the drink traffic of 
last year with pre-war times, Mr. Pollock 
said that, on 1914, the consumption’ in 
Ulster was three-quarters of a gallon per 
head of the population, whereas last year 
it was only one-quarter of a gallon, or one 
third of the quantities used in 1914. 

The reference to “ Ulster” in this con- 
nection is somewhat confusing, as the 
Minister did not explain whether or not ne 
was comparing the full-sized Ulster of the 
old days with the sadly shrunken province 
of the present time. That, of course, 
would make a difference in the calculations, 
but the qualifying fact remains that there 
is a very great change in the drinking 
habits of the people, tending towards in- 
creased peace and prosperity. It is a 
matter of speculation as to the cause v1 
the reduced revenue in this respect. Lower 
waves and the higher cost of drink may 
have a wood deal to do with it, but the 
Teniperance Party already regard it as an 
argument in favour of local option. At a 
meeting last night Mr. William Grant, 
M.P., said that they could only. get local 
option from the Unionist Party, as the 
Nationalist Party was steeped to the neck 
in the drink trade, but no one could ston 
the onward march of progress if the people 
demanded it. 


MODIFICATION OF SPORTS TAX. 
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FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


abolishing of the tax on certain forms of 
outdoor sports have given much satisfac- 
tion to the general public. In Rugby 
football circles the hope is expressed that 


the concession may result in one or more 


of the principal international matches 
being played at Ravenhill. There is 
resentment in some quarters that the 
best of these contests are decided in 
Dublin, and the subject has been 
frequently discussed at club meetings. It 
has been forgotten by many that the Irish 
Rugby Union has spent huge sums of 
money both in Belfast and Dublin, and 
that those in charge of the exchequer 
must do what is best for the organisation 
as a whole. The matches held at Dublin 
attract considerably more people than 
do those in the Northern capital, the 
Southern venue being the natural] centre, 
geographically considered, for football 
circles throughout Ireland. It is purely 
a matter of finance, and not of politics, 
which influences the Rugby Umion in 
having the principal fixtures played at 
Lansdowne road. and this fact cannot be 
too strongly impressed on dissatisfied 
devotees of the game in the North. 


Notwithstanding industrial troubles, Mr. 
Pollock has been able to give these con- 
cessions, and still make ends meet. A 
curious fact which came to light when 
the Minister was . dealing with social 
services was that one-third of the eritire 
population of the Six Counties are either 
in receipt of direct assistance from the 
State, or, through the medium of State 
schemes, are secured against contingencies. 
The steadily growing cost of these services, 
naturally, is a severe handicap to 
trade and commerce ; but, with the return 
of prosperity, the unemployment relief 
should be considerably lightened. Sub- 
stantial reductions in that direction rre 
being reported every week. 


GILBERTIAN SITUATION. 


A Gilbertian situation has arisen in the 
North regarding the speed regulations 
which govern motor ’buses plying for hire 
between different towns. It appears from 
the published time-tables that it is im- 
possible to observe the hours of departure 
and arrival without disregarding the 
speed limit, and, as.time waits for no 
man, the drivers have either to break the 
law or lose their jobs. There is no other 
way of solving the problem. At present 
the strong hand of the law falls on the 
driver; for it is he, and not the owner, 
who is summoned and has to bear the 
brunt. Furthermore, if he offend three 
times against the regulations, he auto- 
matically loses his licence, while he is 
also liable to be sent to prison. The 
matter was brought to the notice of the 
Northern Senate a couple of days ago. 
and Mr. Leslie asked if it was intended 
to take proceedings against the persons 
responsible for the preparation and issue 
of such time-tables. Viscount Charleimont, 
the leader of the Senate, admitted that 
it would be impossible for the drivers of 
the “buses to keep within the schedules 
and also within the law, but confessed 
that it would be difficult for the Govern- 
ment to legislate at present in a case 
where an owner made his servant offend 
against the regulations. 

He thought, however, that, when Part 2 
of the Motor Vehicles Act came into 
operation next July, it would be possible 
to take proceedings against owners of 
"buses who broke the law. It seems that 
under the existing circumstances many 
drivers are in danger of having their 
licences suspended, and thus losing their 
means of employment through no fault of 
their own, and they have no redress for 
such injustice. Motor *buses, to compete 
successfully against railways, must either 
travel fast or lose custom, particularly in 
the long-distance journeys. 


BEAUTIFYING THE CITY. 


The Belfast Corporation has its faults, 
but it also has its virtues, and when one 
hears so much of blundering and mis- 
management, if is only right that the 
pleasanter side of civic administration 
should not be overlooked. Much has been 
done to beautify the city ‘during recent 
years. Numerous play-centres for children 


have been provided in the more congested 
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| districts, and the public parks, of which 
there are quite a number, are large and 
well-kept, while the Bellevue Gardens and 
Hazlewood demesne, on the slopes of Cave- 
bill, are unsurpassed for the charm and 
magnificerfée of their surroundings. Great 
improvements are also being made in the 
public thoroughfares as time and oppor- 
tunity permit. The -approaches to the 
King’s Bridge, which spans the Lagan to 
the. south of Botanic Gardens at Stran- 
millis, are at present being reconstructed 
and widened, the object being to link up 
with the new boulevard which is rapidly 
approaching completion. The Cavehil!l 
road-and the Limestone road, to the north 
of the city, are also being converted into 
great broad roadways, and the old light 
railway skirting these thoroughfares, which 
many years ago brought loads of stones 
from the mountain sides, has been filled 


up. 


In many parts of the city macadamised 
portions of the streets are being rooted up 
and re-set with square setts, and, in fact, 
everything possible is being done, from 
the material point of view, to make Belfast 
worthy of its important position as the 
seat of the Northern Parliament. The 
Garden of Remembrance, however, in the 
City Hall grounds is still in a deplorable 
condition, and an effort should be made to 
put it in order. By the way, the cost of 
replacing four of the statues in the 
original positions from which they had 
been removed amounted to over £600—a 
nice little sum to pay for experiments. 
In the old days it used to be said that 
the streets of London were paved with 
gold, but the Lagan boulevards will run 


them close, the estimated cost being 
£357,910, of which over £100,000 has 
already been spent. However, it is worth 
it all. 


IMPERIAL PARADE. 


Elaborate arrangements are being mada 
for the celebration of Empire Week 
in Belfast, and the naval, military, 
Air Force and civic authorities are co- 
operating to make the movement a signal 
success. The object of the project is two- 
fold ; it is meant to bring before the public 
the wide range of goods produced by the 
Dominions and Colonies, while strangers 
from overseas wil] have an opportunity of 
becoming better acquainted with Ulster 
industries. By these means it is hoped 
that trade and commerce within the 
Empire will be stimulated, and that 
Northern Ireland particularly will benefit 
by the “exhibition of its produce and 
manufactures. Pride of Empire is also to 
be inculcated and fostered by a great 
imperial parade, which has been fixed for 
Tuesday, 24th inst., when the procession 
will include the Ulster Division of the 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve and 
detachments of the 1st Durham Light 
Infantry, Officers’ Training Corps, Royal 
Air Force Special Reserve, and Royal 
Ulster Constabulary, together with various 
civil organisations, while overhead there 
will be a flight of R.A.F. biplanes 
The Governor of Northern Ireland will 
take the salute at the City Hall, and 
the massed choirs will sing ‘‘ Land of 
Hope and Glory” and the National 
Anthem, accompanied by the military and 
police bands. 

The city will be en féte during the week, 
and the decorations will be on the most 
lavish scale, while it is anticipated that 
the Empire ball will be one of the most 
brilliant social functions ever held in 
Belfast. High Dominion and Colbdnial 
officials have expressed their intention of 
being present at the celebrations. 


TOURIST DEVELOPMENT. 


A large party of English, Scottish, 
Welsh, and Free State journalists are at 
present touring the North on the invita- 
tion of the Ulster Tourist Development 
Association, and they are being cordially 
received at the various places visited. The 
scenic attractions of the country are very 
great, and during recent years the hote! 
accommodation has been much improved. 
The cross-Channe] visitors are charmed 
with Ulster’s beauty spots and have ex- 
pressed their gratification at the kindness 
and hospitality they have met with 
everywhere. No comment is needed from 
the Southern journalists, who have every- 
day experience of Irish generosity and 


warmth of heart.

JUDGE AND SLANDER ON

Judge Roche, in addressing the jury, said 
that they had been hearing about these dis- 
charged soldiers wounded in the war ever 
since the conflict, and, while no one had a 
greater regard for them and for what they 
did in the Great War than had he, he was 
getting tired, in criminal case after criminal 
case, of hearing the same excuse from the 
accused: “I served in the Great War.” 

‘That sort of thing must step,” said the 
judge. “It is rather hard on the decent 
people who served in the Great War that 
these men should come forward and, so to 
speak, cast a slander on the great body of 
men who served in the Great War.’ 

- The jury found the prisoner guilty on the 
first count, and he was put back.

JUMPING. 


SOME INTCRESTING SPORT. 


It was possible to put in a very interesting 
sporting afternoon at eee yesterday, 
and many enthusiasts did so. There will ve 
the same opportunities to-day, for the pro- 
gramme in the jumping enclosure is almost 
exactly the same—tiat is to say, a parade 
of riding ponies at 2 o'clock, another parade 
of cattle half-an-hour dater; the real busress 
of the afternoon—jumping at 3 o'clock, and 
after that other jumping competitions, varied 
by a sheep-driving demonstration by the 
champion dogs of Mr. Bagshawe and Mr. 
Miller. Indeed, the main difference between 
gesterday and to-day will be that girls will 
compete instead of boys in the competition 
for juniors, which is one of the minor in- 
novations of this year’s Spring Show. It will 
he particularly interesting also to see how 
they will compare with the boys, who had 
their innings yesterday, But the final test of 
the youth of both sexes will be reserved to 
Saturday's programme, when both boys and 
girls will compete @y the same competition. 

Taking it on the' whole the second day of 
the Spring Show—and the first on which 
jumping competitions took place--was 4 
success—not much crowded with interest, it 
is true, but good all round, even if the 
jumping was not quite up to standard. Why 
this was so was nobody's fault, for, after all, 
it is a senseless thing to blame the horses and 
ponies, and if blame is to be apportioned it 
1s upon their backs it must be laid. What- 
ever was wroig with their mood it was clear 
that very few of them took kindly to their 
job, and jumped accordingly—that is, very 
mich below their true form. It was not that 
they were stage-struck or unfit; it simply was 
that they were out of humour, and it ran 
through every competition yesterday. 


A BIG CROWD. 

The crowd was not as big as one sees on 
the second day of the Horse Show, but in 
the later afternoon it looked uncommonly like 
reaching such dimensions, which means, of 
course, that ‘the gathering was ‘remarkably 
large. A keenly interested one it was alsv, 
quick to see a clever round and applaud it, 
and vastly amused over the Boys’ Jumping 
Competition.‘ It was not that they were out 
of sympathy with the competitors in this. 
Quite the reverse, they were whole-hearted 
with them, but the interminable struggle 
between boy rider and pony and ending 
mostly in favour of the latter quite tickled 
their fancy, and laughter and cheers followed 
the competition. As a matter of fact, most 
of the boys’, ponies seemed> stage-struck, as 
the saying has it, and quite forgot their 
normal bidableness and appeared to jump 
under protest. 

The displays of sheep-driving by the 
wonderfui sheep-dogs of those two experts, 
Mr. Miller and Mr. Bagshawe, were as well 
received as ever. Indeed, those interested in 
dogs—and who is not nowadays ?--will never 
tire of them, and rounds of applause followed 
each clever display of Spot and Lad and 
og who have now endeared themselves to 
the Ballsbridge crowd.

SPORT AND INDUSTRY. 

‘TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 

Sin,—In view of the lamentable dearth of 
employment, permit me, through the medium 
of your columns, to focus attention on the 
fact that there is altogether too much sport 
in this country. - While it’ may be admitted 
that horse-racing is an important adjunct to 
the horse-breeding industry, few wil] deny 
that there are far too many race meetings in 
a poor country like Ireland. One factory 
would be far better than half a dozen race- 
courses. What with race meetings, coursin 
hxtures and point-to-point races, the pom 
of time lost in such pleasures is really 
appalling. No country could be expected to 
thrive when its people spend most of their 
time in sporting activities... The Royal Dub- 
lin Society is doing excellent work in its 
endeavours to develop the agricultural in- 
dustries; yet this week, when the Spring 
Show at Ballsbridge affords the farmers an 
opportunity of seeing the latest improvements 
in agricultural implements, etc., there is a 
race meeting at Dundalk. © There is racing 
almost every day in a small country. like 
Ireland, with its three and a half millions, 
with the result that there is too much of it. 
Commercial men complain that when they 
visit a town to transact business they find 
that the people with whom they trade are 
away at a coursing meeting or a race meet- 
ing. : 

The introduction of Mr. Blythe’s Betting 
Act is a further menace to the industrial life 
of the country. With the facilities which he 
has placed at their disposal, it is not sur- 
prising to find that the gambling craze has 
demoralised all classes in Dublin. In the 
slum quarters of Dublin the very poor can 
be seen parting with their small savings at 
the betting offices, which heretofore they 
placed in the penny bank. Feople with 
hardly a boot to their foot can be seen going 
into these betting saloons, where the ‘‘agent’’ 
is quite willing to accept such amounts 
as 3d. and 6d. Most of these bookmakers 
can boast the possession of motor cars, while 
their clients part, with money raised in the 
pawnshop. That such a state of affairs 
should be allowed to exist is a disgrace to 
the Free State Government. Mr. ‘lyvthe 
closes the distilleries and opens the gamoling

The Electricity Supply Bill was again 
considered in Committee in the Free State 
Senate yesterday. After some amendments 
had been debated and rejected the further 
consideration of the. bill was adjourned 
until to-day. During the discussion the 
Minister of Industry said that there 
seemed to be an apprehension \that the 
Electricity Board was going to irritate 
Dublin, but the Board would do nothing 
to irritate its best customer. 

The Electoral (Amendment) Bill, 1927, 
passed the Committee stage without 
amendment, and Lord Glenavy, who pre- 
sided, said that, if the bill was to become 
law in time, it was inevitable that the 
House should sit on Saturday. 7 

The report stage of the Barrow Drainage 
Bill was passed. 


STATIONS TAKEN OVER. 


QUESTION OF COMPENSATION. 

Mr. P. J. Brady, for Mr. P. J. Hooper, 
moved that, whenever a former undertaker 
is a local authority, the new undertaker, or 
the board, if it is the new undertaker. shall, 
within six months of the date of acquisition, 
notify the former undertaker whether it is or 
is not its intention to use the generating 
station of the undertaking for the generation 
of electricity. If the generating station is 
not to be so used, the board shall make an 
order revesting the ~enerating station and 
transmission system in the ina under- 
taker: if it is to be so used, the fair value 
of .e generating station and transmission 
system as a going concern on the date of 
the order shall be fixed by agreement, and, 
in default of agreement, by an arbitrator 
nominated by the Chief Justice; and an 
amount equal to the fair value as thus fixed, 
and interest on such fair value from the date 
of the vesting order at five per cent. per 
annum, less an amount equal to the portion 
(if any) of the outstanding capital and mort- 
gage liabilities of the undertaking as was 
incurred in respect of such generating and 
transmission system, shal! be paid over to the 
former undertaker. 

Mr. Brady urged that there was no pro- 
vision whatever for compensation for the 
costly generating stations of municipalities. 
If the board took them over they should pay 
adequate compensation for the stations as 
going concerns.

Mr. Brady—For the moment Dublin is 
voiceless in this matter. Although the Com- 
missioners are doing their work well, they 
a> not at liberty to express their views on 
t!> bill. If they »:re, hc was sure they 
would support the amendment. 

Dr. Gogarty said that the municipality had 
created so efficient a service that people were 
afraid that the Shannon scheme would not 
beat it. It was always wise to have a stand- 
b. for fear of any cessation of power. 

Mr. Brown said that only one or two 
generating stationc would be taken over and 
v ‘—probably tic Dublin and Cork stations. 
Where the value of th» generating station 
exceeded the capital liabilities he could see 
no answer to the claim for compensation to 
the owns of the station that was to be 
taken over and worked Ly the Shannon 
Board. 

TWO SECTIONS OF SOCIALISTS. _ 

Sir John Keane said that, as one who dis- 
liked the whole tribe of municipal and State 
undertakers and enterprises, he viewed with 
detachment, and not without amusement, the 
squabble between the two sections ol 
Socialists, (Laughter-) It reminded him of 
the saying that ‘‘when thieves fall out 
honest men come into their own.” He did 
not see any justification for one set of 
Socialists paying compensation to another set. 
He was not at all in favour of the proposal, 
or of the powers given to the Government by 
the bill. Dublin had legitimate municipal 
pride, and there was no justification what- 
ever for the State coming in with its heavy 
hand and: confiscating the whole of its elec 
tricity undertaking, and suppressing its 
civic pride and lowering its prestige. 

If Mr. Brady were to bring in an amend- 
ment that would protect the Dublin under- 
taking, he (Sir John) would support it. He 
thought that it would be for the good of the 
consumer that that should be done. It was 
open to question whether local or distant 
transmission of current was the cheaper. 
Estimates were worth little or nothing—the 
only test was the actual figures from the re- 
sult of working. He thought it was 
quite possible that the Dublin undertaking 
would be cheaper than the Shannon scheme. 
If the Shannon scheme after trial could give 
cheaper electricity than the Dublin station 
could, the Dublin people were not as blind as 
not to take it. But there was great doubt if 
the Shannon scheme would be cheaper, and 
the risk should not be run. 


DUBLIN UNDEF THE BILL. | 

Mr. Kenny spoke in support of the bill, 
and said that he thought that the Dublin 
citizens would benefit under it. 

Mr. Douglas said that he hoped that the 
Minister would make it plain whether or not 
a generating station that was taken over 
SE as) the bill should be used, or disposed of, 
or held as a stand-by in case that it might 
be required. 

Mr. Counihan said that the Shannon 
scheme was for the benefit of the whole of 
Ireland, and he did not see that the citizens 
of Dublin were entitled to any nena eve 
tion. He would vote against the amendment. 

Mr. O’Hanlon said that he could see no 
case for sotsoisiiay the citizens of Dublin 
for the taking over of the Pigeonhouse Gener- 
ating Station. It was held by some people 
that it was immoral to make a profit out of 
the undertaking, and to give that profit to the 
relief of the rates. e believed that the 
citizens of Dublin stood to gain by the 
scheme. 

Sir John Keane asked where there was any 
undertaking in the bill that the price of elec- 
tricity to the citizens of Dublin would be 
lower than it was at present. 

Mr. O’Hanlon—The Minister has said that 
the cost would not be greater than it was at 
present. 

Sir John Keane—That is of no value what. 
ever. 

Mr. O'Farrell held that it would be wrong 
‘in his opinion to apply the profits on elec- 
tricity to the relief of the ratepayers. He 
failed to see how compensation would benefit 
anybody, because the people who got that 
relief were the people whe would have to pay 
the compensation. 

THE BEST CUSTOMER. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
pointed out that the values concerned were 
most ante values. Divorced for for genera- 
tion and distribution the value of the Dublin 
station would be as scrap. Scrap value 
might be credited to the Dublin consumers, 
but he would not give the Corporation com- 
pensation for the benefit of the general rate- 
payers. If the plant had to be kept as a 
stand-by he was prepared to meet, and it 
was met under Section 61. 

There was an a throughout the 
discussion that the Board was going to irritate 
its best customer, which would he Dublin, 
It was to the interest of the Board to see 
that its best customer would not be annoyed, 
but favoured as much as possible.

MANUFACTURE OF ELECTRICAL 
APPLIANCES, 

Sir John Keane moved an amendment, 
which, he said, would prevent the Board 
from manufacturing electrical appliances. 
Where, he asked, had a Board of this kind 
made a success of manufacture? There was 
not even a remote chance of the Board in 
this respect giving a betier service than a 
commercial concern. 

Mr. O'Farrell said that enormous profits 
were being made on electrical appliances and 
fittings, and the Board would be a miserable 
failure if it could not supply electrical fit- 
tings at much smaller ges than other 
manufacturing concerns. The successes of 
State enterprise were never quoted, but the 
failures always.

Mr. McGilligan explained that if there had 
to be interference the Government was of 
the opinion that electricity should take pre- 
cedence over navigation. If the Board of 
Works was to be left in control of navigation 
they were going to have two authorities in 
control of navigation.

Mrs. Bridget Lanigan, Robin Villas, 
Palmerstown, mother of the child, gave 
evidence that on Monday she was washing 
clothes in her kitchen. She took a vot of boil- 
ing water from the fire and poured some of it 
into a bucket, then replacing the pot on the 
fire. As she turned hack again from the fire 
she saw the child fall backwards in a sitting 
position into the bucket of boiling water. She 
had her removed to hospital immediately.

Dealing with the constitution of the pro- 
posed Board of Control in connection with 
the Shannon scheme, Mr. MacKee 
said that no personal or other 
considerations should be allowed to 
prevent the appointment by the Execu- 
tive Council in its collective capacity 
of the best men that the State could secure 
for the purpose of dealing with the extra- 
ordinarily difficult problems with which this 
Board would be faced. Should any initial 
mistake be made in the constitution of this 
Board, and particularly in the appointment 
of the chairman, a disservice might be done 
to the scheme and to the Government which 
might be fatal to both, and involve the 
country in serious financial consequences 
which it really could not afford.

On Tuesday the House of Lords gave-a 
first reading to the Indian Church Bill, 
which makes -provision for the dissolution 
of the legal union between the Church of 
England and the Anglican Church in 
India.

OVER-ESTIMATING. 

Major Bryan Cooper drew attention to the 
policy of over-estimating for public expendi- 
ture, and submitted that it had the effect 
of placing an undue and unfair burden on 
the taxpayer. It was, he declared, a certain 
indictment of his Department when the 
Minister of Finance came to the Dail and 
confessed, as he had, to an over-estimate 
of £1,800,000. It was not ‘desirable from the 
oint of view of financial ,administration to 
agá this tendency in all working public 
departments to over-estimate. He thought 
that the estimates should be cut very closely 
—tigidly, indeed—and then if it were neces- 
sary later the Minister could ask for a 
supplementary estimate. 

The only possibility he saw of effecting 
any substantial savings was by checking this 
policy of over-estimating. 

This remark was greeted with laughter by 
Mr. Blythe, whereupon Major Cooper re- 
peated it, and urged that a closer scrutiny 
should be made of the estimates for the 
pening departments. 

The Committee stage of the bill was agreed 
to, and the final stage was fixed for to-day. 

MEDICAL BILL. 

On the Committee stage of the Medical 
Practitioners’ Bill, Mr. O'Higgins, on. behali 
of the Minister for Jndustry and Commerce, 
moved a number of emendments to meet 
some of the criticisms of the bill made on 
the second reading. The effect of the first 
was to increase the membership of the pro- 
posed Medical Council from nine to eleven, 
by giving separate representatives to the 
Royal College of Surgeons and the Roya! 
College of Physicians, and by giving another 
nominee to the Executive Council. The 
amendment was agreed to.

AGRICULTURAL CREDIT. . 

The report stage of the Agricultural Credit 
Bill, 1927, was resumed. 

The Minister for Lands and Agriculture 
moved an amendment to delete Sub-Sections 
1 and 2 of Section 7, end to substitute the 
following sub-sections :— . 

(1) The Corporation shall pay to its 
members dividends at the fixed rate of five 
per cent. per annum on the amount of its 
capital for the time being paid up, and such 
dividends shall be paid by the Corporation 
half-vearly, on such dates as shall be 
appointed for that purpose by the directors, 
with the approval of the Minister. 

(2) If on any of the days appointed under 
this section for the payment of  half-yearly 
dividends the Corporation have not any or 
sufficient moneys available for the payment 
of the dividend so payable on such day the 
Corporation shall forthwith certify to the 
Minister the sum which with the moneys (il 
anv} so available. is required to pay such divi 
dend and upon receipt of such certificate the 
Minister shall advance to the Corporation the 
amount so certified by the Corporation, and 
the moveys so advanced shall be forthwith 
applied by the directors in or towards pay- 
ment of such dividend.” 

The amendment was accepted 

Professor Magennis moved an amendment 
to secure that the Corporation sball pot make 
any loan or advance to any person to pay off 
a loan made by a bank, and expended in the 
purchase of land where a dispute has subse- 
quently arisen, unless and until the Corpora- 
tion has satisfied itself us to the applicants 
indebtedness to the bank. 

The aim of the amendment, he said, was 
to provide some small measure of protection 
for farmers. who had got mito financial 
trouble at a time following, the great Furo- 
pean war, when there. was inflation of money, 
and evervbody believed that there was, grea! 
profit to be made oyi of agricultural produce. 

WAY TO BANKRUPTCY. 

‘The Minister for’ Lands and Agriculture 
said that the amendment was really the old 
suggestion that banks should write off a part 
of the debts due to them in overdrafts. That 
was plausible enough, but its logical cor- 
rollary was that the Danks should also write 
off part of the debts or deposits due by them. 
Such a transaction, however, represepted 
national hankruptey.” As to the amendment 
itself there was a misconception. ‘The Cor- 
poration, whén applied to for a loan from 
any applicant, would not take into account 
whether the ‘money was required to finance 
some other reasonable or equitable liquida- 
tion. Thetr business wa: to see whether the 
applicant could offer security, and whether 
he was the sort of pecson to get a juan.

SEEKING A DEFINITION. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


i WESTMINSTER, Thurada/. 

The House of Commons was quite animated 
this afternoon, members gathering in force 
for the Committee stage of the Trade Unions 
Bill. Questions were comparatively few, and 
somewhat dull, but one. aroused a little 
amusement. Colonel Day asked Mr, Neville 
Chamberlain if his attention had been called 
to the recent cases of poisoning of women 
caused by the usé of cheap lip-sti¢ks, and 
whether he would amend existing legislation 
so as to prohibit the use of poisonous. sub- 
stances in these cosmetics. e Minister. of 
Health refused to admit thaf any action on 
his part was called for, when Mr. Sexton 
asked whether it would assist the Minister if 
Colonel. Day could testify. by direct. evidence 
as to the truth of his statement; and, in the 
interests of domestic felicity and to prévent 
possible contagion, would it not be better to 
rrohibit the use of lip-stick altogether. There 
was no reply. | 

After questions, the Prime Minister stated 
that the Committee stage of the Trade Unions 
Bill would be continued on Monday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday of next week, while the Go- 
vernment reserved to itself the right fo put 
down any motion on any day. — Mr. Clynes 
‘asked whether. the Prime Minister could re- 
veal what was the intention behind the state- 
ment, and Mr, Baldwin just as innocently 
replied that he was anxious that if the 
Government should decide in the course of 
the week to put down any particular motion 
they should not be charged with not having 
given notice. Members laughed at this little 
exchange, knowing well that a closure motion 
Is within sight. 

Há, ILLEGAL STRIKES. 

When the House resumed the discussion in 
Committee of the Trade Disputes and Trade 
Unions Bill. Captain O’Connor’s amendmertt 
to Clause 1, which defines, or makes an 
attempt to define, an illegal strike, hed to 
some very vomplicated legal arguments, which 
left the ordinary lay member in considerable 
doubt as to what was the real point at issue. 

Captain O’Connor’s amendment proposed to 
amend Sub-Section 1 of the clause a enactin 
that a strike should be deemed to be illega 
when it had the natural consequence of 
bringing coercion to bear upon the Govern- 
ment or the community. The diffieulty seemed 
to be to draw a distinction between a. coercive 
strike and what wae an industrial etrike; and 
one of the objects which the amendment 
sought to obtain was to protect the innocent 
striker from criminal liability. 

The Attorney-General pointed out that in 
defining a general strike there were two 
dangers to guard against. They must be 
careful not to use language which construed 
a general strike merely ag one whose inevit- 
able result was to coerce the Government, for 
the effect of that would be to make any strike 
on a large scale in an essential service illegal. 
Rqually they must be careful not to limit it 
to strikes whose avowed object was to coerce 
the Government, because that would enable 
the ‘proverbial coach-and-four to be driven 
through the Act by the mere statement that 
there was no intention to coerce the Govern- 
men. As it seemed to him, the. proposed 
amendment would carry them further than 
the Government desired. It would bring a 
strike in an essentia) service which had a 
purely industrial object within the prohibi- 
tion, and for that reason he could not accept 
it. As to the innocent striker, he thought 
that it would be possible, in spite of the 
extreme difficulty of deciding what part avy 
particular man bad taken in a strike, to pro- 
teet those who merely ceased work in pur- 
suance of a strike, and took no active part in 
furthering it.

Sit Douglas Hogg retorted that hon. mem- 

bers, would have an opportunity of judging 

as to that before the bill became an Act of 

Parliament. 

Captain O'Connor seemed te be satisfied 

with the Attorney4eneral’s explanation, and 

asked leave te withdraw his amendment; but 

the Labour members objected, and what was 

in effect a genera! discussion of the clause 

proceeded. 
“GRAVE SUSPICION,” 

Sir Henry Slesser quoted against the Go- 

vernment the lines— 

“Oh, what a tangled web we weave, 

When first wé practise to deceive.” 

The Government, he said, had only them- 
selves to blame if their proposals were re- 
warded with grave suspicion on account of 
the attitude they had taken up in regard to 
trade unions.. It had been for centuries the 
rule that persons were not to be fonnd guilty 
uniess they had a guilty intent. There were 
exceptions, such as the case of a burglar 
found at night with burgling tools in his 
possession. Perhaps, the Government com- 
pared the trade union leaders with the 
burglar. But the person who called a strike 
had the right, under the common law, to 
have it assnmed that he had no intention of 
upsétting the State until the prosecution

AFFATRS. 


FUNDS ALLEGED TO BE 
MISSING. 


———-——&—— 


Mr. J. A. Gleeson, Local Government 
Inspector, opened an inguiry in Carrick- 
on-Sh--non yesterday into the guestion oÍ 
the alleged missing funds of the Leitrim 
County Council, stated to amount to £784 
odd.. The inquiry will be resumed this 
morning. 

Mr. Joseph A. Busher, auditor, proved to 
his recent audit of the accounts, coveri 
certain periods, and said that he found tha 
Mr. Andrew Mooney, Coninty Cranes: had 
received totallin Ad. in 
September, 1920, which not been brought 
into account. © Mr. Mooney subsequently 
produced receipts for the money. Mr. ahon, 
who succeeded Mr, Conifrey as paymaster 


Mr: Mooney, in November, 1920, said, after 
making a payment of £65: “Well, that leaves 
about 2500 between us.” He got docu- 
mentary evidence dealing with the payments 


by way of tissue paper receipts, 

Mr. W. Doyle, etary of the County 
Council, said that there was no record 
appointing the trustees; but there were 


resolutions appointing Mr. M, J. Conifrey a 
Aaceasgpcs. Bia abolishing the Northern Bank 
as treasurers in. 1920, when there was an 
overdraft of £20,000, 

COUNCILLOR’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Andrew Mooney said that in May, 
1920, he was elected a member of Leitrim 
County Council. In August of the same year, 
following instructions from a genera] County 
Council meeting, nominees were appointed 
to take charge of the finances of the Count 
Council and. obviate — by ve Britis 
authorities for payment of criminal injuries, 
etc, Witness got £1,216 from Mr. Michael 
Conifrey, paymaster, which he lod d subse 
quently in the Provircial Bank at Carrick-on- 
Shannon. On the 7th and 9th of September, 
1920,. he paid Mr. Conifrey two sums out 
of his own personal money amounting to 
£310 7s. 3d. and £370 10s., and he got 
receipts from Mr. Conifrey for the payments. 
On or about the 23rd of September he re- 
ceived cheques amounting to £680 17s. ód. 
from Mr. Matt Conifrey, a brother of the 
paymaster,. who had then gone “on the run.” 
He subsequently received from Paymaster 
Mahon £1,650. 

He produced accounts showing how he dis- 
bursed the money by way of payments, which 
was in his pdéssession. He read 4 report from 
the prévious auditor (Mr. Sean Barry) show- 
ing the money on hands with each trustee, 
and he lodged £11 17s. 5d., which was his 
share, to the credit of the County Council. 
He denied the suggestion that he toid Mr. 
Mahon that there was a sum of £500 between 
them. What he did say was: “if there was 
any balance between them it was very small.” 
He was not present at a previous audit as 
suggested by Mr. Busher in his report. 

PREVIOUS INQUIRIES. 

Two inquiries were held previously, and 
the last one was private, and witness pro- 
tested and threatened to withdraw when the 
Press was not admitted. The Inspector (Mr. 
Sean O'’Farroll) said that he had no power uo 
admit the Press; but promised that he would 
get permission to make a public statement. 
The report, or statement. was never issued, 
although the Council made severa) references 
to the matter. He was never summoned to 
the inquiry held by Mr. Commissioner 
Sugrue. He told Mr. Busher that he did 
not keep separate accounts; but he would 
assist him in every way to find out about the 
missing funds. Mr. Busher said that there 
was £1,216 unaccounted for, and witness re- 


plied: “I would do anything under heaven 


to clear this thing up.” Mr. Conifrey said 
that he had no recollection whatever about 
anything when discussing the various trans- 
actions regarding the funds of the trustees 
with the auditor, Mr. Busher. Mr. Dovle. 
Secretary of the County Council, and Mr. 
Busher threatened to swear an information 
against witness regarding the £1,216 if he 
did not give a satisfactory account about it 
Witness replied :. “lí there is a shilling or a 
pound unaccounted for | will pay it # 1 have 
tc sell all I have; but I am perfeetly clear 
that every penny was accounted for” He 
told Mr. Busher that, while not admitting. he 
owed the money, he would try and get. it, 
although a large sum. 
‘A FAIR CRACK OF THE WHIP.” 

When Mr. Busher said that he weuld have 
to get bail, witness said that he would stay 
in jail under the matter was cleared up. He 
wrote Mr. Dolan, T.D. to get the necessary 
permission from the Minister to have the 
auditor’s report held up. He neither sought 
many favours or influence but he asked for a 
fair crack of the whip. He pursued his 
search, and found receipts, and later he pro- 
duced these to Mr. Busher. He repudiated 
the statement that he was trying to influence 
people in Dublin. 

The Inspector asked Mr. Mooney why it 
was necessary to pay £680 17s. 3d. out of his 
own account while he had £1.216 in his pos- 
session belonging to the Council. His reply to 
that was that he had the £1,216 in cheques, 
and his own money was in cash. 

In reply to Mr. O'Flynn, solicitor (who 
represented Pavmaster Conifrey), he said that 
he had no recollection of lodging a sum in the 
Northern Bank, Drumshamho, in September, 
1920, and when pressed further on the matter 
he refused to answer, as there were private 
matters in his bank book which could ne 
he disclosed. . He forcot all ahout the advance 
by him of £680 odd to Mr. Michael Conifrev 
until he discnssed the receipts this vear. "I 
at one time forgot that I existed, and I had 
forgotten the names of some of my children 
when I returned, from the internment camp.” 
added witness. The £1,216 did not include 
the £680 odd received from Matt Conifrey. 

The late Secretary (Mr. Charles Dolan) said 
that no money was missing, but money had 


heen paid out for which no voucher was 
received. 
Mr. John A. Pettit. solicitor. represented 


the County Council. and Mr. Fergus 0’ Connor 
(instructed by Mr. Georee Linch, State 
Solicitor) represented Mr. Mooney. 

The irauirv will be resumed this morning. 

Mr. Moorev was one of the Councillers who 
demanded the inquirv. and he recently was 
selected as a candidate for Cumann na 
nGaedheal at the coming election.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL INTERRUPTED.
